Symprtony Dec. 4

A chance for qualified sing­ 
ers and in.strumonlall.vts'of tho 
;irc;ir to perform under the di­ 
rection of Knktuy Aim, noted 
Korean composer, conductor 
and former protege and col 
eoague of the Into Richard 
Strauss, is being offered by the 
'board of directors of the Tor- 
ranee South Bay Civic Sym­ 
phony, its director, Kl'ysc 
Aehle, announced this week.

Maestro Aim. who has just 
completed a tour of Brazil and 
Argentina, will arrive in Palos 
Verdcs Estates Sunday for a 
two-week visit, and will bo 
guest conductor of the Civic 
Symphony in concert on Dec. 
4 at the Redondo High School 
auditorium, Miss Aehlc said.

INVITATION to area musi­ 
cians to perform with the 
rioted conductor does not carry 
an obligation to join the Civic 
Smyphony, she emphasized.

Preparatory rehearsals of the 
orchestra will be under the di­ 
rection of Aim.

For the past 10 years, Aim 
has been musical director and 
conductor of the Mnllorca Sym­ 
phony at Pnlma, Spain. He was 
a protege and colleague of the 
late Richard Strauss for a per­ 
iod of 12 years In Munich and 
Vienna, often conducting such 
Strauss masterpieces as "Don 
Juan," "Rosenkavaller," "Death 
and Transfiguration," and "Till 
Kulcnspclgel." He often alter­ 
nated on the same program 
with Strauss.
-HE HAS since conducted 

many important American, Ku- 
ropenn, and Oriental symphony 
orchestras, including those In 
Berlin, Vienna, Paris, Rome, 
Budapest, Mexico, and In Cin­ 
cinnati, Philadelphia, Indian­ 
apolis, Denver, and Hawaii;

He is alsoithe composer of 
the national anthem of Korea.

During the Dec. 4 concert, 
Aim will conduct compositions 
of Strauss, Beethoven, and Ins 
own "Korea."

County Orders 
Suit to Acquire 
Torrance Site

Condemnation of one and 
one-quarter acres of land for 
construction of the Torrance 
Area Office of the Probation 
Department was authorized 
Tuesday by the Los Angeles 
County Board of Supervisors.

The site, according to Super­ 
visor Burton W. Chace, is lo­ 
cated on the north side of Tois 
ranee Blvd. approximately mid- 
way between Amle Ave. and 
Madrona Ave. and is owned by 
Mrs. Mary D. Laski.

The Department of Real Es­ 
tate Management estimated the 
value of the property at $64,- 
250 and ah offer to purchase 
the site for $50,000 was made 
to the owner who rejected It, 
holding that the land Is worth 
$82,000.

As a result, condemnation 
proceedings will be filed im­ 
mediately by County Counsel 
Harold W. Kennedy to acquire 
title of the property for the 
Probation Department.

The Torrance Area Office is 
presently located In the Comp- 
ton County Building. It Is 
hoped that the Torrance Office 
will be completed by Spring of 
1963, Chace said.

Funds for acquisition of the 
property are provided In the 
1080-61 budget. Cost of the 
building is estimated at $450,-; 
000.
